Emmanuel Warner, TH years 
old, rn 
ret ired carpenter and veteran 
of the 
I Civil War, melancholy because of im- 
j paired health, ended his life on Mon­ 
day at his home in York 
county 
by 
hanging himself from a 
cross tie 
in 
the hay loft of his barn. 
He was the 
third member of his family to 
have 
committed suicide. His mother about 
JU years ago drowned 
herself in 
the 
\dam Warner mill dam. and about 
a 
year ago a brother, 
Levi, 
Hopewell 
township, hung himself. 
Warner used a hitching rope 
for 
1 the purpose of 
hanging 
himself.

loop lie threw over his head, aud the 
I other end of the rope he tossed 
over 
. tire tie. He held the loose 
end

j ling. When found his face was turned
